WMtatngton, Sept. 23.->The mem- 
feon of the Schley naval court of In- 
quirjr found the accommodations of 
tll« ImproTlMd court room at th« navy 
yard lomewhat Improved when It met 
At th« uiual hour Monday. The long 
bare room which hitherto had been 
opoa from floor to roof, had been in 
appearance, at kast rompletely tran- 
formed by the addition of a coiling of 
plain white cloth. This bad the enet t 
also of Improving the acoustics of tlit 
hall no that the c(nut .'.tk! othprs had 
less didltulty than fuiiU" riy in hearing 
the witncsK« H. 

Among the VJitnessea who reported 
were Rear Admiral C. S. Cotton, Com 
manders James Madison Miner, A. B. 
Bates and S. C. Hellncr, Captains B. 
H. and William C. Wise and Llfuttn 
ants John Hood and Ppi nct r S. Wocd. 

It was uuthoiituf ivtdy ttattd that 
the navy department has no luivu- 
tion, at present, of bringing Rear A^i 
mlral Sampson as a witness or to pa.-- 
tiiii.iitf in any other manner at the iu- 
QUiiy. 

Admiral Dewey yith a sharp rap of 
hii gavel, called the court to order at 
11 o'clock.

Captain I.emly al.o presented the 
steam logs of the Hroekiyn, Te.vas 
Massachusetts, Iowa and Marblehead 
Admiral Schley's counsel asked to 
have the log of the Spanish ehip 
Christobal Colon presented. "Very 
well, if we can find a Spanish scholar 
to go thro'igli it ai; 1 select the facts 
wanted," said Captain Li nily, "Ad 
Bliral Schley is a good Spanish !■( hoi 

ar and he can make such selections ai 
we may desire," responded Mr. Aay 
ner. Commander Schroeder was r*- 
called and anked if he dtsired to make 
any corrections in the official record 
ti bis testimony of Saturday. "Thcrt 
la one omission from Admiral Sc hu y s 
remarks on the Masiachusetta tin 
day of the bombardment of the Colon 
which I overheard which I would IJke 
to supply." he replied. 

"It is this: He said when ho c.-.mi 
■keard that Admiral Sampson wuuM 
be there the following day. Ho made 
that statement in connection with his 
maark that ba vm woltM to sink the 
Colon." 

Comander Schroeder was then ask 
«d concerning the coal supply of the 
Massachusetts and when be repliol 
that he had no information on that 
point, he was asked to read the log to 
secure this information. Consul for 
Admiral Schley objected, but Assist 
ant Judge Advocate Hanna insisted 
saying that Admiral Schley's counsel 
was merely oreating delay by their 
objections. "I propose to develop the 
facts in this case and technical objec 
tlons will not avail to prevent," he 
said. The purpose of this inquiry was 
to develop whSjt Messrs. Lemly and 
Hanna co»sidered an error in Admir 
al Higginson's testlmon>. 

When Commander Schroeder left 
the stand he was requested to returc 
Tuesday and correct the official copy 
•f his testimony of Monday If neces- 
BSry. He said he would do so and 
asked if he could be excused. "1 de 
sire to make my preparations for re- 
turning to Guam. ' he said. He was 
told that he could do so. 

Lieutenant Commander L. 0. Hell- 
ner, who was navigator of the Texas 
during the Spanish war, wfs next 
eallfd. He said he bad heard ho gunc 



flred when the squadron approached 
Cienfuegoe. To bit Knowledge no 

rffcnt was made to ascertain whether 

the Spanixb fleet was in the harbor 
at that point or to destroy Spanish 
works there. Nor had there been any 
effort to lommunlcate with the Cu- 
bans on shore until Captain McCalla 
arrived on the Marblehead. H« told 
how the Heet had proceeded from 
Cienfuegos to within 20 miles of San- 
tiago. "We had," he said, "good 
weather; a fresh wind and a sea that 
was moderate rough." None of the 
fighting ships ha(* delayed the fleet 
he said, but some of the smaller ves> 
seis had. The flei was signalled that 
the rendezvous w»nld be 25 miles to 
the Kiiiith of KaD(!ago. Commander 
Heilner said that wulle the Texas was 
not In the engagement with the Colon 
May 81, he had seen some of the 
shots from the enemy which had fall 
en short. The wittii'ss was then asked 
to deiicrlbe the battle of July 3, and 
said: "The Texas had been heading 
about east when the enemy was seen 
coming out of Santiago. Lieutenant 
Bristol, Who was ofllcer of the deck at 
the time, rang to go ahead full speed 
and put helm hat J to starboard to 
make a turn. When I Rfjf on deck, hp 
Informed me of what had h.ipin ned 
and I sent him below and assumed 
charge of the deck. The captain told 
me that he had eased their helm un- 
til he could find out which way the 
ships were going and he also rang half 
speed. I suggested full speed. Ho 
said the battery was not ready. I told 
him it would be ready before the ship 
was in position to fire and then he 
said "All right," and rang full speed 
When the second of the enemy's ships 
followed, the first to wi stward ho put 
the helm hard to starl)oard. I nuub 
several reports to him about il'. 
Brooklyn regarding her signals. He 
said 'Never mind.' I also referred to 
the way I thought the Brooklyn was 
standing up to fight — very nicely. The 
cajitaiu ^ald "Oh crackle, never mind 
the Brooklyn. You look out for this 
ship.' The Brooklyn then was about 
on her port beam. So I said: 'All right, 
captain. I will look at the Brooklyn 
no more,' and I turned my back, look 
Ing on the starboard beam at the 
ships getting out. After we sheered 
around and got to the westward 1 sug- 
gested to give her a lil^Je port h( Im 
to get closer in, and Hp did. Right 
after he gave her the helm, be sang 
out through the slpht hole, to the men 
at the wheel and at the engine room 
indicator to slow, then stop, and I 
said, 'Captain, they will all get away 
from us.' 

He did not answer me but immedi- 
ately stepped back, and then I said, 
'My Lord, captain, we are out of the 
fight' He said: 'Look at the Brook- 
lyn.' I turned around and right ahead 
of us the big grey ship loomed up out 
Of the smoke. For a second I thought 
my heart was In my mouth. We were 
steaming with a heavy helm and she 
steered by us. Wh(>n I saw her she 
was practically ahead of us. That is 
the first I saw. She sheered oft and 
went to sea, I should say about 2,0<.> ) 
yards and then on to the westwarn. 
As soon as the Brooklyn cleared U3 
we rang to go ahead and started un- 
forced draft again. After that v.v 
simply followed on as fast as we could 
on a Use that was just inside the 'Ine 
where the Oregon was engaging the 
ships. Just before this turn of the 
Brooklyn, the Iowa and the Oregon 
were both close to us on our star- 
board helm. We continued the chas-j 
until the Colon hauled down her fiat; 
When the captain gave the order to 
stop foree draft." 

The afternoon was devoted to the 
cross examination of Comander Heil 
ner by Mr. Raynor. He had testiflrd 
that the l!ro(d<lyn was only 1.5(m) 
yards from the Texas when she made 
the famous loup, but an official chart, 
which witness testified he had helped 
to prepare as one of an oaclal board 
of navigators .showed the distance to 
be 1,800 yards. When asked if the ves 
sels were not nearer each other than 
2,400 yards, witness said he considered 
the map inaccurate, which Mr. Hanna 
was willing to admit Mr. Raynor re 
marked, "It is a great pity you nev<'i 
conceded that before." Captain Lem 
ly said there had been no opportunity 
Mr. Raynor commented vigorously oi. 
the fact that the chart was an officml 
document 

Commander Heilner revised his 
statement by saying the distance was 
half a mile, as shown bv the chart; 
also that the chart made the Brooklyn 
go a mile out to sea in making its 
loop, and that on that point the chart 
was not accurate. Witness also said 
the log did not show the signals of 
the Texas to "slow," "stop," and 
"back." because Captain Philip did 
not like to have it In the log. and did 
net pht it in his ofllclal report He 
said Captain PhlUp often spoke of it 
afterward. Concerning the New Tork, 
witness said that vcrrhI did BOt eome 
up till the last Spanish ship came out 
of the harbor; also that no signal" 
were received from that vessel th 
day of the battia tin In the afternoon 
Captain Lemly objected to the line 
of questioning. Mr. Raynor expUlned 
that Admiral Sampson would be 
brought into the controversy, to show 



that Schley was acting by his com- 
mand; that Schley wanted to prove 

three things that the failure to furth- 
er engage the Colon May 31 was In 
the line of Sampson's policy, that the 
blockade by Schley was the same in 
distance as maintained by Sampson, 
and that the Brooklyn had her place 
In the line of blockade assigned by 
Samppon when the Spanish flcJt rush-, 
ed out of the harbor; also that Samp- 
son was' not in the flpht at all. and 
that therefore Schley had all the re- 
sponsibility thrust upon him. 

Commander Harber was recalled to 
go over Captain Philip's reports which 
were offered as evidence. 

Comander Alexander B. Bates of the 
stand when the court adjourned at 5 
Texas was then called and was on the 
p. m. till 11 a. m.

Kentucky Strikers Oppii Fl:e and

Madisonville, Ky., Sept. 2'..— The 
governor has been appealed to lor 
troops to hold in check the turbulent 
coal mine strikers. As the result of 
an armed attack by a squad of strik- 
ers, Judge Nunn has; wire d Oovernor 
}Jeckhain as follows: ' It is my opin- 
ion that troops are needed here at 
once to preserve the peace." 

The strikers opened fire on Rci- 
neck's mines from a grove 600 yards 
off and gradually came nearer. O-.e 
pcjuad of -5 or ;U> strikers stood with 
in 50 yards of the main road and p< p 
pered the street, making it so wann 
for the guard who was patrolling in 
front of a row of miners' houses that 
he beat a hasty retreat. Th ■ bnuy 
nearest tli" strik. is wa^ ri.lill. d wiiii 
bullets. The retistanc' by the '-ti-i 
ers was the most determined yet of- 
fered during the strike.

Kitfllneer Forgot Orders. 
Orand Rapids, Mich., Sept 23.— In a 
head-on collision on the Orand Rapids 
and Indiana railroad eight miles north 
of Cadillac between a fegular freight 
tiain and an extra passenger train 
carrying Sunday excursionists from 
Pefoskey to Cadillac. Kngineer Krt d 
Zimmerman was killed and five men 
injured. The wreck was caused by 
Engineer Zimmerman of the freight 
train forgetting an order which was 
given him veilially to side track his 
train several miles south of the scene 
of the accident and await the passa^'i- 
of the passenger train. Zimmerman, 
who lived several hours, said Just be- 
fore he died; "It was all my fault; I 
forgot. Both engines were reduced to 
scrap iron.'

Buffalo, Sept 23.— Leon F. Ccolgost 
was placed on trial Monday for the 
murder of President I'.cKinley Sejit. 
6. The trial was in the supreme court 
of Erie county. Judge Aruman C. 
White, presiding. The trial began at 
10 o'clock, but long before tliat hour 
the streets in the vicinity of city hall 
were the objective point of many cur- 
ious persons, willing to take chances 
on being admitted to the court room 
even though they km w there were 
but 150 s( ats available. Various en- 
trances to the great l.ai'.ding wen' 
closed and guarded. Policemeu were 
everywhere, and rigid discipline was 
the order of the day. Squads of blue- 
coated men were stationed on every 
landing and iu a doubU' line far out- 
side tho place of ent i ante to kei p 
back tho crowds, while in a station 
not far away reserves were ready to 
reinforce the detail on duty should 
the feelings of the people become 
aroused to the extent of rioting. 
Mount" d (iCh ers pact d slowly around 
every side of the structure and no o!i' 
was allowed to stand on the sid< wall; 
for a moment so that at no time was 
the crowd large. No one outside of 
the building saw the prisoner as he 
was taken from his cell to the court 
room. His guardians made use of the 
"tunnel of sobs" under the street from 
the jail to the city hall, and Czolgosz 
was brought into the court room only 
a few moments before the hour set 
for the opening of his trial. No per- 
son was admitted to the building 
without a pass, signed by the chief of 
police and it was necessary to show 
this to every policeman on every lan i 
ing and in every corridor. The oQicer 
at the door of the courtroom was es- 
pecially vigilant and not only exam- 
ned the passes, but fccrutinized the 

bearers critically before admitting 
them to the room. 

The interior of the city hall, as well 
as the outside, still bore the somber 
draperies of mourning and quiet was 
nforced as befitting the occasion. 
The eousel for Czolgosz, foriutr S;i- 
preme Court Justices I,or< n I,. Lewis 
and Robert a. Titus, and Carlton S. 
Ladd, saw him again Just before the 
time of opening court, but he had no 
more to say to them than when they 
previously visited him. In view of 
the meagerness of the opportunity for 
defense and the fact that the prif 
oner refuses absolutely to aid them, it 
is not improbable that the entire pro- 
ceedings may be completed within 
two days. 

"The mental condition of the assas- 
sin will absolutely be the only d • 
fenso to be offered, " said Judgi' Titw-. 
and there is no little expectation that 
they will abandon the case and merely 
represent Csolgoss formally during 
the trial. As a result of the examina- 
tion of two alienists. Dr. Carlos T. 
.McDonald and Ur. Allan .McLi au Ham 
llton of New York city, the quesiion 
of insanity is eliminated from the sub- 
jects on which the defense can rely 
for support 

Part three of the supreme court ot 
Erie county Is a small room on t.ic 
south side, second lloor. of ihe city 
hall. It Is lighted at the south e- , 
by latticed windows and here the Jus- 
tice's bench and witness stand a.i 
placed. On the right of the room art 
the jurymen's seats and they have an 
unobstructed view of the entire room. 
There is no railing in front of the jur- 
ors and the chairs are placed on a 
platform six Inches above the floor 
Tbe enclosure of the bench and bat 
occupies over one>half of the flooi 
space while the remainder is given 
over to seats for the general public 
Not over 130 of the latter could be ac 
commodated and the seats were main- 
ly occupied by men summoned to 
serve on the Jury. 

Czolgosz with his counsid occupied 
Feats directly in front of the justice s 
bench. Tbe prisoner's chair was just 
back of Judge Titus, and deputy sher- 
iffs with their maces were plaead at 
various points in the room and quiet 
was enforced on alL The seats for 
spectators were filled very slowly, o\< 
ing to tbe extreme care shown by th 
oSlcers in the corridors in admitting 
those who applied, and it wat aot uu 
til tbe opening ot court was annoonc 
ed that the last seat was occupied. 

Dr. Allan McLean Hamilton of Nev 
York city was one of the first of thos 
connected with tbe case to take a po 
sitioB iMide the Inctosure. Dr. Ham 
llton, who was the chief Insanity ex 
pert at tbe trial of Oarfleld's assassin 
Guiteau, oe e upie d a seat at the tabit 
reserved for the prosecution. 
District Attorney Penny, and his ai- 



listant, Frederick Kallcr, were the 
w'^xt to put In an appearance, and were 

followed by Judges I^ewls and Titus, 
counsel for the prisoner. Just behind 
th'in cann- Mrs. Truman ('. Wlilte and 
her daughter, who were given seats 
within the enclosure. 

At 10 o'clock the formal opening of 
the rourt was announced. Justice 
Tr niian C. White entered through the 
ei'uter aisle and took his seat upon 
the- bench. The; first busine.ss of the 
session had no relation to tho case of 
Czolgosz. It eipur-i.^ti'd merely of call- 
ing the roll of grand Jurors for the 
coming session snd they were then 
excused until Oct 7. 

Clerk of Courts Fischer, after a pre- 
liminary ' hear ye. hear ye." by the 
cr'.er, proceeded with tbe calling of 
the Jurors summoned for the trial ot 
the Czolgoss case In part three. Of 
the- :<G Jurors called only one asked to 
be excuse d. He' had a saw mill In pro- 
cess of erection, which he said must 
be finished at once', on account of low 
water, and he was excused. Justice 
■White then re(.je8ted the Justices of 
courts one' and two, then In session, 
not to diseharge their Ju-ors, but to 
hold them In re adlne'ss for an Impanel- 
ing In the Czedgosz case. At 10:1:5 
there was a bustle in the corridor ami 
a squad of policemen brought iu the 
prisoner. He was handcuffed to an of- 
ficer on one Slid , while' in front and 
behind him wailvid other uniformed 
policemen. Tin- prisein'^r was attired 
In a new suit of dark gray, a white 
shirt and « collar and a light biue tie. 
His face was cleanly shaven and bis 
hair was combed. He sat behind his 
counsi'l with two eifflecv; in plain cloth- 
ing imme diately in h s re ar. 

District Attorney P. ime y |)re)ce( d' d 
at once with tbe reading of the indict- 
ment. He spoke to Czolgoss In a low 
voice, in fact so low that when the 
prisoner was asked to plead he seem- 
ed not to und'-rstand wliat was said. 

Justice White asloed him: "What 
have you to say?" There was a mo- 
ment's hesitation. Then the prison- 
er's lips moved as if to make reply, 
but be fcire' he could do so, his junior 
counsel, .Mr. Lewis, arose to speal:, 
not having seen tln' luisone r's motio.i. 
Justice White, however, insisted that 
Czolgosz should speak and the pris- 
oner said: "I did not hear what he 
said." District Attorney Pe nney then 
re ad the' IniiieinK nt again in a louder 
voice and to the demand feir a reply, 
the prisoner, who was standing at ths 
time, said in a very low voice, "guil- 
ty," This plea, however, was not per- 
mitted to stand, under the law, and a 
plea of "not guilty" was at once or- 
dored by the court 

Mr. Titus, counsel for the defense, 
then arose and stated the facts as al> 
ready known as to his connection 
with the case. He explained that the 
position of himself anel assoeiaus. 
Judge Lewis and Mr. Ladd, was ..ee u- 
iiar and consisted mainly in n uking 
sure that all the forms of law and Jus- 
tice were observed In the proseciitirn. 

Justice White' in re'ply e emiplim'-nt- 
ed counsed for the' d'^fe-nsi' a;i I said 
that the' prison^ r e.Mild h:ive no tie-ttt r 
counsel and that whatever the out- 
come it would reflect only credit and 
honor on them. Tbe examination and 
swearing in of tho Jurors was then be- 
gun, the prisouHr Standing as each 
was swum. 

There were only four women in the 
court room, three Inside the railing as 
guests of the c>iurt and one in the 
spe'ctafois' s^ats. John O. .M:iburn, 
the host tif I're'sident McXInle'y, e ..me 
Into the court room at 11:. '50. One by 
one the government wi n'.-.-;=e8 hJd 
come in and at 11: so the.-e were pres- 
ent: Assistant Superin.enuent P. B. 

Dr. Herman Mvn- 
ter and Dr. M. D .Mann, who a;t' ni "d 
the president; i);. Juni' s W. Pu nam, 
l)r. .lel^e ph Kowler and Dr. P. 8. Cre- 
go, local physicians

After the Jurors were sworn Assist- 
ant District Attorney Haller made the 
opening statement for the prosecution. 

He- reviewed the assasslnatiein of 
tbe president, hia illness and death. 
The prosecution would endeavor to 
prove, said he, that the defendant had 
been tor several days prior to the 
'.hooting informed of President Mo* 
Kinley's movements, that he entered 
the Temple of Musie' at the Pan-Amer- 
ican exposition greiunds with a weapon 
concealed beneath a handkerchief in 
his hands; that he appeared before 
the prealdent to shake bands wltb h!m 
and fired tbe sLots that resulted In 
the death of the e hlef executive. The 
prosecution expects to present all its 
evidence by Tuesday ftoon. Counsel 
for defenso were unabU to aay bow 
much time they would require.

liis behalf. He compared the assassin of 
McKinley who took his life in his bands 
and shot his yictim in brood daylight, 
knowin;; that death awaited him in pun- 
ishment for his deed, while the assassin 
of Goebel aknlked behind onrtains in a 
darkened room. Mr. 'Wheelor in the 
course of bis remarks impeached the 
public career of ex-Gov. McCreary, one of 
his opponents. He was followed by Mr. 
McCreary, who made an able and elo- 
quent defense of his public acts. He 
answered Mr. Wheeler's allusions to him 
at some length, and it was generally con- 
ceded that he is amplj able to talm care 
of himself.
